• regularly weekly wage to more than one 
million persons lor doing nothing. Com- 
pared with a few years ago. there is a ten 
per cent decrease in idleness, or, positive- 
ly stated, a ten per cent increase in em- 
ployment. The pension system was con- 
tinued by the conservative administra- 
tion, headed by Bonar Law and Stanley 
Baldwin, and by the MacDonald Laborite 
administration. This is the fiftieth year 
in which it has been in operation. 


At present, according to information 


from London, the plan has ceased to work 
honestly. Many workmen it is said are 
voluntarily idle.

Seating 60,000 on stone steps beneath 
twin templo colonnades in tho manner of 
the Orocks C1. euro's neu- public amphi- 
theatre \vii built for tLe people. It is a 


true year-round municipal institution, at 
the service of the civic, health and re- 
creational activities of an entire city. 


It will draw to the lakefront for exer- 


cise and competition, for civic assembly 
or for athletic spectacle, thousands who 
have never attended or entered a similar 
event before. 
It will encourage, as the 


ancient Greek stadia encouraged, that all- 
round development of the body which 
should accompany, and alone can proper- 
ly serve and preserve, the building of the 
mind. 


Incidentally the Chicago amphitheater 


made possible recently the first American 
game of polo on a popular scale, present- 
ed to a tremendotis audience of ''common 
folks'" instead of the little society gather- 
ings ordinarily vouchsafed the chance to 
view this sport of kings.

WAYS OF THE MOVIE 


Movies are advancing. 
Every year 


they give their followers new values. 
Sometimes these values are found in scen- 
ic settings that transport the viewers to 
far away interesting places. 
Sometimes 


they are found in backgrounds that re- 
produce history with a thrilling vividness 
that is beyond the ordinary imagination 
assisted only by the printed page. Some- 
times it is in refinements of plots and re- 
finements of acting. 


But the movies still have a long way 


to go before thejr attain the standards 
of a real art—standards such as have 
been established in literature, or in paint- 
ing or in sculpture. Even the best of 
them are marred by annoying crudities 
of thought or execution that detract from 
the consistent excellence demanded of 
works that are -to endure through times 
-of progress and of change. 
They serve 


well as passing amusement—as do many 
hastily written best-sellers — but where 
will they be 10, 25 or 50 years from 
now' 


The crudities, the inconsistencies, the 


lugged-in laughs or punches that clutter 
the pictured plot or rob it of its illusion 
are due largely to the newness of the 
mov- 


ies and the rather complicated •way in 
which they are produced. 
It is a case 


of too many cooks—many of them un- 
trained experimenters—and the lack of 
an experienced, guiding, testing, critical 
chef. 


"vVhen an author writes a book, creating 


out of his imagination a story worth the 
telling, he builds up his plot in orderly 
fashion, develops his characters with 
thoughtful care and mounts to his climax 
through expertly arranged episodes. He 
knows what he is doing and why he is 
doing it from start to finish. His com- 
pleted work is a well-balanced whole 
product, from which little can be taken 
and to which little can be added without 
destroying its artistic value. 


He sends this to a publisher. The pub- 


lisher in accepting the story turns it over 
to his editor. The latter does not think 
of tearing it to pieces and rewriting it 
according to his own ideas. He may edit 
it to eliminate technical flaws and he 
may suggest desirable changes to the au- 
thor, but this is as far as he goes. The 
story remains the work of the author. 


In the movies, on the contrary, the 


author appears to be only a necessary 
evil. The scenarist tears the manuscript 
to pieces to satisfy his own ideas of pic- 
ture arrangement. The director then pro- 
ceeds to rearrange everything to suit his 
particular fancy. 
The producer may im- 


pose fresh suggestions on top of these, 
and bo may the players and the camera 
man. 
And in the end it is a wise author 


who recognizes his own brain child. 


When the movies are produced by a 


combination consisting of gifted author, 
sensible producer, wise editor and skilled 
craftsmen all sticking to their own par- 
ticular lines—then, and only then, may 
we expect pictures of real artinic merit, 
pictures that will rank v.ith literature and 
painting.

ALIVE BUT NOT BREATHING 


It used to be the rule and still is in some hos- 


pitals that a nurse might report to the physician 
that a patient had "stopped breathing:" it was left 
for the physician to pronounce the man dead, after 
an examination. 


Persons who have stopped breathing are not al- 


ways dead, however. In cases of electric shock, il- 
luminating or natural gag poisoning, opium or mor- 
phine 
poisoning:, 
gasoline 
engine exhaust gas 


poisoning, dtowning, and other forms of asphyxia- 
tion, there is always a chance of restoration to life 
and health even after the lapse of hours, a chance 
which should never be denied the victim, at least 
never -with the sanction of a physician. 


Unlike the gradual failure of respiration In the 


termination of exhausting disease, the cessation of 
breathing in these cases is in itself the main cause 
of death, and it should be kept in mind' that in 
these conditoins, once the breathing is restored the 
organs are sound and life can go on as though 
nothing had happened. This is the reason why arti- 
ficial respiration, of course by the most effects e 
method, the pronepressure 
or manual method, 


should be kept up for hours if necessary desisting 
only when tha Mctim resumes breathing or rigor 
mortis sets in 
The wisdom of this becomes more 


apparent when we- consider that life has been re- 
stored in many cases on record after prolonged ef- 
fort 
Wills Maclachlan, a Toronto elactucal en- 


gineer repoits a case of successful resuscitation 
from electric shock after 2 Hi hours of Schafer s 
manual respiration, and of a man submerged for 
from 15 to 20 minutes, taken out of the water 
and resuscitated by this method of artificial respir- 
ation after an hour and five minutes. 
Of course 


the victims were not moved from the spot" until 
thev had been resuscitated'. A victim should never 
be mo'i ed to a hospital or anywhere else while there 
is hope, unless the artificial respiration is kept up 
constantly on the "way without a moment's inter- 
ruption. 
Stopping the effort for even a minute 


while transporting the victim is unwarrantable. 


Dr. J. H Wilms of Cincinnati tells of a case of 


laudanum poisoning- Artificial respiration was kept 
up for nine hours, by operators working in shifts, 
and the man was finally resuscitated 
Dr Wilms 


believes that patients are sometimes allowed to die 
from ether or chloroform asphyxia when they might 
be resuscitated by artificial respiration kept up long 
enough 


In severe cases of wood alcohol poisoning, now 


notorious enough as a cause of blindness if the vic- 
tim surx-ives, artificial i aspiration and the admin- 
istration of oxygen combined with carbon dioxid 
is almost specific treatment, according to Dr Tan 
dell Henderson of Tale university.
